COTTON EMBARGO 
BEING CONSIDERED 


President Wilson Sends 
Cable to J. J. Brown in 
Answer to Request of 
the Macon Gathering of 
Farmers. — 


President Wilson, in a cablegram 
received last night from Paris, ad- 
vises the cotton farmers of Georgia 
and the south, through J. J. Brown, 
commissioner of agriculture, that 
the question.of exportation of cot- 
ton to enemy countries has been 
raised and now is under considera- 
tion by the associated countries. 

In respect to the embargo on cot- 
ton to associated countries, Presi- 
dent Wilson advises that these ex- 
ports may now be made without 
limitation. 

His cablegram, which is in reply 
to the request sent from the Macon 
meeting of farmers, is as follows: 


‘‘Paris, February 13, via Macon, Ga. 


“J. J. Brown, Chairman, Commissioner of 


“Wericuiture, Atlanta, Ga. 

‘In so far as our domestic regulations are 

concerned, cotton may now be exported 
without limit to associated countries, and to 
all neutral countries, f amounts Ro gga 
for their needs. Further exports to or for 
account of enemy countries raises important 
questions of policy which are the subject 
of attentive consideration by associated gov- 
ernments. 

(Signed) ‘“‘WOODROW WILSON.”’ 

The cable to President Wilson

Senate Not to Back

eins a the Monroe doctrine. Mr. 
Mc@ormick declared that the senate 
would refuse to ratify such a treaty. 

“The part which we played in the 
European war does not spell the end 
of the Monroe doctrine,” Mr. McCor- 
mick said. “But if we are not jeal- 
ous of our liberties, that end may 
be spelled by the part which we play 
in the European peace conference. 
If America assumes responsibility 
for the government of subject peo- 
ples in Africa and Asia, upon what 
ground can she exclude. European 
and Asiatic: powers from interven- 
tion in the affairs of this hemis- 
phere? There is no person in the 
service of the American people who 
has any legal or moral authority to 
negotiate in their behalf an instru- 
ment in conflict with the Monroe 
doctrine which until” now has been 
upheld by men of all parties, save 
the socialists.” 

Referring to the proposal for a 
joint contro] of former German pos- 
sessions through mandatories, Rep- 
resentative McCormick continued: 

‘We did not muster our forces to 
overthrow the military autocracy of 
Germany in order to look forward 
to the time when the bones of our 
men might bleach in the dry wastes 
of Sahara; we did not go to war in 
order that some day American regi- 
ments might be beleaguered in the 
defense of Walfish bay in southwest 
Africa. No public opinion in this 
country or abroad supports the plan. 
Clemenceau's acceptance is ‘provi- 
sional.’ Hughes, of Australia, refus- 
ed his. Thank God for Hughes. He 
cuts the fog of phrase with fact. 
Are we to deny to our brethren in 
the south Pacific the Monroe doc- 
trine upon which w@ insist for the 
Americas?” 

Representative McCormick assert- 
ed that “in fulfillment of the allies’ 
policy of bullets and buncombe for 
Russia” and “while the Bolshevists 
are driving the little band of Ameri- 
cans and allies across the frozen 
wastes toward the ice-locked shores 
of the North sea, we have underta- 
ken to entertain them with sweet 
reason at Princes Islands.” i 


SENATE WILL HOLD

Has Russia at Her Mercy 
and Is Striving to Re- 
organize Herself as Great 
Central European State. 


By Frank H.° Simonds. 
Paris, February 13.—(Special.)— 
While the Paris conference is de- 
voting its main energies to a league 
of nations, and beginning the long 


and difficult task of hearing and/| 


resolving the rival claims of new 
nations which conflict alike with 
each other and with at least one of 
the entente powers, a new influence 
and fresh cause for apprehension is 
making itself felt. With incredible 
swiftness Germany has achieved re- 
organization of her domestic af- 
fairs and is beginning to make her 
new power and purpose felt. 

It is of the utmost importance 
that America should understand this 
new phenomenon, for it is bound in 
the succeeding weeks to exercise a 
profound influence upon events in 
Paris. Three months ago at the 
moment of the armistice, Germany 
was flat, torn by internal disorders; 
the spirit of her people shaken, the 
menace. of Bolshevism present in 
Berlin and a score of larger cities. 
For the moment, Germany was a 
negligible factor, compelled to sur- 
render her fleet, much of her heavy 
artillery, many of her instruments 
of war. In this situation and in 
something of the confidence of the 
conquerors of Napoleon, when the 
great emperor was relegated to 
Elba, the victorious alliance “set 
about remaking Europe and the 
world in a leisurely fashion. There 
was no longer an enemy in the field. 
There was no longer any power ca- 
pable of disputing the will of the 
victors. 

Germany Finds Herself. 

But in three months, with speed 
beyond belief, Germany has found 
herself. First, she suppressed the 
Bolsheviks; second, she held an 
election, almost incredible in that it 
revealed the old political parties 
still unshaken in their substantial 
hold upon the electorate. To be sure, 
the social democrats mysteriously 
increased their representation, but 
they could not obtain a complete 
majority. The new national assem- 
bly contains a clear majority of 
members of the old reichstag, who 
belonged to political faiths which 
were consenting and enthusiastic 
supporters of imperial Germany. 

This new national legislature sum- 
moned to meet at Weimer and not 
at Berlin, disguised in all respects 
to give an impresston of the reality 
of a new Germany, democratic and 
cur@d of old diseases, is, im fact, 
composed of, the same men as in 


very. first session - given a taste of 


‘whatfs to be expected: Not’ beaten 


nor Tepentant Getmany, but Ger- 
many reintegrated and determined 
to pursue her old pathway of na- 
tional greatness, has already begun 
to challenge the right of her victors 
to impose terms. It has taken up 
arms‘to repress Polish aspirations, 
legitimate aspirations based upon 
the right of self-determination, and 
it has defied the orders of the en- 
tente powers with respect to Poland. 

But even this is a minor detail, the 
real German purpose is revealed not 
only at Weimar, it is being . ex- 
pressed with eveg@@reater clarity 
at Berne, where in a world assem- 
bly of socialists, German represen- 
tatives are showing themselves pre- 
pared to transform the whole face 
of the situation and save Germany 
all just consequence of her crime 
by invoking not only the doctrines 
of socialism, but the pronounce- 
ments of President Wilson. 


Hon Propaganda Starts. 

Coincident with all this is begin- 
ning in Weimar, in Berne, in all dis- 
tricts occupied by American troops, 
a mighty German propaganda de- 
signed to separate America from 
its Furopean comrades, dé@signed to 
persuade America to become the 
champion of Germany against the 
European nations she has wronged 
and in the end enable Germany. by 
escaping retributive justice in the 
shape of indemnities for her wan- 
ton devastation, to win the war. The 
burden of this monstrous German 
propaganda is this, “We Germans 
have set our house in order. We 
have dethroned our emperor and 
our princes. We have become demo- 
cratic, in fact, and all responsibil- 
ity for the crimes of the past must 
be placed upon those whom we have 
exiled of the old order. 

“It is an act of injustice, a deed 
of violence, to make us, a new dem- 
ocratic Germany, pay for damage 
done by the wicked old imperialistic 
regime. Here we are with clean 
hands and reformed national spirit, 
asking to associate ourselves as 
equals with nations which pretend 
to accept President Wilson’s four- 
teen principles, but, in fact, France, 
Britain and their associates are not 
seeking a just peace. They are 
seeking to take our money, our re- 
sources, and our provinces for im- 
perialistic reasons, and to destroy 
Germany. The great indemnities 
they would levy are unjust burdens 
they are seeking to place upon our 
backs to their own economic profit. 
We alone accept President Wilson's 
doctrines as he meant them, we 
alone ask a healing peace. We are 
a new, pure democratic nation.” 

It is as if a murderer suddenly 
got religion and demanded that all 
his past crimes be forgiven and for- 
gotten, since, under the shadow of 
the gallows, he had embraced the 
true faith, not only with readiness, 
but with obvious enthusiasm. The 
vlermans see clearly that this is 
their single avenue of escape. They 
can still win the war if theyscan 
escape paying for the damage they 
have wrought, and leave devastated 
and crippled France to pay not alone 


for the cost of defending hersoetf, 
but the price of German devasta-

JOHNSON RESOLUTION

Washington, February 13.~—Pre- 


diction that the proposed confer- 
ence at Princes Islands between rep- 


resentatives of the victorious asso- 
ciated nations and the various con- 
tending Russian factions would re- 
sult in an agreement for withdraw- 
al from Russia of American and al- 
lied troops was made in the senate 
today by Senator Hitchcock, chair- 
man of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, during another spirited de- 
bate on the American policy to- 
wards Russia. 

Senator Hitchcock said he believd 
all the foreign expeditions in Rus- 
sia would “come out together” un- 
der an agreement with the Russian 
representatives which would pre- 
vent “butchery” of troops left in 
Russia which have been friendly to 
the allies. 

Discussion of the Russian situa- 
tion was opened by Senator John- 
son, of California, republican, who 
asked for immediate action on his 
resolution which would put the sen- 
ate on record as favoring with- 
drawal of the American Russian ex- 
pedition as soon as practicable. 
After vehement argument and clash- 
es between Senators Hitchcock and 
Johnson, objection by the former to 
an immediate vote sent the resolu- 
tion to the calendar, with a ma- 


jority vote necessary for its fur- 
ther consideration. Senator Johnson 


declared tonight he would continue 
his fight daily until cOngress ad- 
journs, March 4, by introducing new 


r>solutions as required by parlia- 
mentary rules. 


American Policy Attacked. 
During the day’s debate, the 
sharpest of many months in the 
senate, Republican Leader’ Lodge 
and Senator Lewis, of Illinois, dem- 
ocratic whip, differed regarding the 
statement of Premie? Lloyd-George 
to parliament. yesterday. epee the 
American government | 
treeps to 
ator Lodge satd the premier’, 
nouheément appirently was au 
thentic and was ‘the first définite 


statement as to the American policy, 


while Senator Lewis tnsisted that 
Mr. Lioyd-George was divulging the 
decision of the supreme war council 
and not merely the American policy. 

In asking immediate consideration 
of his résolution, Senator Johnson 
made another impassioned attack 
on the policy of American interven- 
tion in Russia, denouncing it as “un- 
usual, vicious and criminal.” 

Disclaiming sympathy with the 
Bolshevik government and denounc- 
ing their atrocities, Senator John- 
son resented a suggestion from Sen- 
ator Hitchcock that he acted as a 
“champion” of the Bolshevik ele- 
ment in Russia. Senator Hitchcock 
made his reference in presenting the 
friendly message sent by President 
Wilson to the soviet government 
and the reply, which Senator Hitch- 
cock denounced as “practically an 
insult” and German propaganda de- 
signed to incite rebellion in this 
country. 


Hiteheock Defends Intervention. 

Defending American intervention 
in Russia, Senator Hitchcock said 
it was an anti-German milit 
move agreed upon with the allied 
governments. He asserted that the 
Johnson resolution would not €x- 
perite withdrawal of the American 
forces and favored its reference to 
the foreign relations committee. 

Both Senators Johnson and Lodge 
emphasized that Mr. Lloyd-George 
had given what they termed the 
first authentic statement of the 
American policy in Russia. Mr. 
Lodge declared that the Siberian 
expedition was justified, but said 
the intervention was too weak to 
be forceful. He said the northern 
Russian expedition was #a pure 
waste of American lives” and the 
expedition should have been with- 
drawn when the armistice was 
signed, 

Senator Johnson charged that his 
original resolution, introduced last 
December, asking for an official 
statement of the American policy re- 
garding Russia had been “bottled 
up” in the foreign relations commit- 
tee. Senator Hitchcock deniéd this, 
and Senator Lodge supported him in 
the statement that this resolution 
had been carefully considered, but 
that a majority of the committee 
opposed reporting to the senate. 

Some time after the Johnson res- 
olution was sent to the calendar 
Senator Lewis revived the subject 
by deploring an impression which 
he said might be gained by Senator 
Lodge’s comment on Premier Lioyd- 
George's’ statement. 

“It may be charged,” Senator Lew- 
is said, “that this country has to 
look to England for a statement of 
American policy. Such a, statement, 
if accepted at its face value, would 
rob the president of the confidence 
of the people, and who might as- 
sume the United States had .yielded 
its policies to- England. 

“In a matter where the allied 
council has acted, it is natural that 
any of the council should speak.

Senators Kenyon, of Iowa; Gronna, 
of North Dakota, and Norris, of Ne- 
braska, republicans, and Kendrick, 
of Wyoming democrat. : 

Kendrick Bill Favored. 

Members of the sub-committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that the pending 
Kendrick bill, with modification, 
would be approved rather than the 
measure introduced in the house by 
Representative Sims, of Tennessee. 
The Kendrick bill provides. chiefly 
for licensing concerns engaged in the 
meat industry and the divorce of 
stock yards and refrigerator cars 
from control of the packing houses. 
The Sims bill provides government 
ownership for some facilities of the 
industry. 

Senator Gore announced later that 
the membership of his sub-commit- 
tee would number seven, and that 
he would appoint two more demo- 
crats. 


Witness Intimidated. 

Francis J. Heney, who directed the 
federal trade commission packers’ 
inquiry, resuming his testimony to-

HURLEY TO PROBE 
PUBLIC OPINION 
ON SHIP QUESTION 


Washington, February 13.—Chair- 
man Hurley, of the shipping board, 
announced tonight that he had ar- 
ranged with the United States 
Chamber of Commerce to get an ex- 
pression of opinion from business, 
civic, industrial and labor organi- 
zations of the United States upon 
the policy that should be adopted by 
the government toward the mer- 
chant marine. He said a series of 
questions would be telegraphed im- 
mediately to secure opinions on ship 
construction, government or private 
ownership and operation and all 
other questions bearing on the situ- 
ation. : 

Until returns on the questionnaire 
are assembled, Mr. Hurley said, the 
shipping board will not indicate a 
position of its own on the questicns 
involved. Information which the 
board has bearing upon actual con- 
ditions in the international field, 
however, soon will be presented to 
the public. 

Mr. Hurley said there was obvious 
necessity for the férmation of opin- 
ions on a definite future policy as 
to the merchant marine and added 
that speed was so essential that he 
had taken the unusual method an- 
nounced in order to get an expres- 
sion from the country. .He made it 
plain that the scope covered by the 
chamber of commerce in its usual 
inquiries would be greatly widened 
and that shipping interests, labor 
and others particularly concerned 
would also be asked to join in the 
expression. 


Baker Will Be Asked 
Under What Authority 
Objectors Were Freed

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Legends Shattered 
By Official Book 
OnPre-W ar Days 


Assassination of Arch- 
duke Not ‘‘Stage-Man- 
aged” — Germany’s De- 
cision on War Reached 
at Potsdam Conference. 


London, February 13.—Some of 
the accepted stories of the happen- 
ings of the momentous days just 
prior to the war, it is understood, 
are shattered in a book based on of- 
ficial documents and personal notes 
of diplomats and officials to be is- 
sued tomorrow. 

The book characterizes as a fal- 
lacy the belief that the assassina- 
tion of Archduke Francis Ferdinand 
at Serajevo was a “stage-managed 
affair,” but it is asserted from 
knowledge gained from official 
documents that if the assassination 
had not occurred the war certainly 
would have been started very soon. 

The famous Potsdam conference 
of July 5, 1914, according to the 
book, was not what has been gen- 
erally accepted. The meeting took 
place, but it was not a formal con- 
ference as has been declared repeat- 
edly. It is asserted that many per- 
sons who were supposed to have 
been there were not present. Em- 
peror William and members of the 
German imperial staff were present, 
however, and at this conference 
Germany definitely decided for war. 


“Damning Revelations.” 


The book was written by Profes- 
sor Charles W. C. Oman, president

cult for the entente to reach an un- 
derstanding. Professor Oman gives 
what he called a complete analysis 
of these revelations. 


Lichnowsky Honest. 


A series of hitherto unpublished 
communications between Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, British foreign secretary 
in 1914, and Prince Lichnowsky, 
German ambassador in London at 
the outbreak of the war, goes to 
prove, Professor Oman says, that the 
British foreign office believed that 
Lichnowsky was. absolutely honest. 
The book says: 

“They emphasize the personal 
anxiety of Lichnowsky and show 
that he was actually and literally 
betrayed by his government—in 
other words, that he was the un- 
willing tool of the kaiser.” 

On July 29, 1914, Prince Lichnow- 
sky wrote privately as follows to 
Sir Edward Grey: 

“I begin to hope that it once more 
has been possible owing to Anglo- 
German collaboration to save the 
peace of Europe.” 

On July 80, Sir W. E. Goschen, 
British ambassador in Berlin, wrote 
to Sir Edward Grey, saying: 

“The chancellor told me last night 
that he was pressing the button 
with a view to forming a moderat- 
ing influence on Vienna.” 

Information contained in the book 
shows the opposite was taking place 
and that Chaneellor von Bethmann- 
Hollweg and doing everything possi- 
ble to get the German war machine 
going. 

The book refers to a journalistic 
mystery—the publication by The 
Westminster Gazette on August l, 
1914, of a dispatch dated in Berlin 
giving the text of a purported tele- 
gram addressed on July 30 by Von 
Bethmann-Holiweg to the German 
ambassador in Vienna, saying: 

“We must refuse to be drawn into 
a world conflagration through Aus- 
tria-Hungary not respecting our ad- 
vice.” 

Professor Oman: says the news- 
paper never revealed the source of 
the dispatch and it was never in- 
cluded in the German white book 
or in any official publication, yet 
the document was dragged out two 
and one-half years later by Chan- 
cellor Michaelis and cited as proof 
that Germany was holding back 
until Russia mobilized, which mo- 
bilization Germany gives as the 
cause of the war.

The book goes into detail] of the 
fateful night during which the or- 
der of Emperor Nicholas counter- 
manding the Russian demobilization 
was ignored by tHe Russian war 
minister eh i chief of the Rus- 
sian genera aff.

Only brief debate preceded -the 
senate vote. Senator Smoot, of 
Utah, republican, spoke in criticism 
of several features of the bill, de- 
ploring especially elimination of the 
amendment to repeal existing zone 
rates on Second class mail. Senator 
Townsend, of Michigan, republican, 
announced his opposition to the con- 
ference agreement principally  be- 
cause of its excess profits plan oi 
taxation. 

Formal approval of the bill by the 
president is regarded as assured, 
and treasury officials already have 
laid plans for collection of taxes 
based upon the rates. 


JUDGE DISMISSES 
WRIT TO PREVENT 
53 DEPORTATIONS 


New York, February 13.—A writ 
of habeas corpus sworn out in an 
attempt to prevent deportation of 
53 aliens brought here from western 
cities, was dismissed by Federal 
Judgé Knox t 

The cout held that the petition for 
thé Writ failed to show any violation 
of the rights-of deportees, However, 
in viéw of the contention of attor- 
neys who claimed to represent the 
prisoners, that refusal of immigra- 
tion authorities to give them access 
to Ellis Island had prevented them 
from obtaining information neces- 
sary to specify allegations, Judge 
Knox announced that the dismissal 
was without prejudice. If inspec- 
tion of the deportation records re- 
vealed indications of injustice to 
any of the prisoners, he stated, the 
writ, as relating to them, might be 
renewed. 


TEUTONS RETURN 
FAMOUS PAINTINGS 
LOOTED FROMITALY 


Vienna, Wednesday, February 12. 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
government of German-Austria is 
turning over to the Italians under 
protest paintings which the Italian 
government claims were taken from 
occupied Italian territory by the 
Austro-Hungarian armies. Among 
the paintings are the “Madonna of 
the Orange Tree,” by Giovanni Bat- 
tistea, Carpaccio’s ‘‘Christ,” Tinto- 
retto’s “Philosopher,” two altar 
pieces by Veronese and one of Bas- 
tiani’s best canvasses. 

Some of these paintings were found 
in the imperial art museum and one 
at EckartSau castle, where former 
Emperor Charles is living. The first 
lot of sixty-four paintings is being 
prepared4ior shipment to Italy un- 
der military escort.

PRESIDENT WILL READ

Document, Which Was 
Unanimously Adopted,

Paris, February 13.—(By the As- - 
sociated Press.)—The Bourgeois 
proposition for an inter-alliled mille 
tary force to enforce peace was de- 
feated by an overwhelming vote at 
the meeting of the society of nations 
commission today. 

The French and Czecho-Slovaks 
were the only representatives in the 
affirmative. 

The draft of the society of na-| 
tions plan was then unanimously 
adopted as a whole. 

The final draft consists of twen- 
ty-six articles. 

President Wilson will personally 
read the draft to a plenary meeting 
of the peace.conference tomorrow, 
The conference will not be asked te 
finally adopt it at this time. 

The Japanese delegation present- 
ed an amendment providing that 
racial discrimination should not be 
tolerated in in’migration laws. 

Several delegates urged that this 
would open such a large question 
that great delay might ensue, and 
the matter was dropped without a 
vote, 

Italian Frontier Question. 

The proposed arbitration of the 
Italian-Jugo-Slav frontier. question 
is for the moment in abeyance. The 
Italian premier, Vittorio Orlando, 
has seen President Wilson and. in- 
formed him that after consulting 
with his colleagues of the delega- 
tion, they had agreed that it would 
be impossible to take a decision on 
the arbitration proposal which the 
Jugo-Slavs presented to. the peace 
conference asking President Wilson 
to be arbitrator, without first con- 
sulting the king and the cabinet, 
and, if necessary, the parliament. 

President Wilson took the oppor- 
tunity to explain that he was not 
the originatior of the proposal, 
which was presented by M. Trum- 
bitch during a conversation which 
he had with him last week, and he 
had simply mentioned it to Premier 
Orlando in a conversation which 
followed immediately after. The 
president added that he would pre- 
fer not to be loaded with the re- 
sponsibility to arbitrate, but was 
willing to act as a friendly inter- 
mediary in an effort to reach a set- 
tlement satisfactory to both sides.

A commission is now considering 
the amount to be claimed, the meth- 
od by which the indemnity should be 
guaranteed and the means of en- 
forcing payment, Mr. Bonar Law 
added, 

GREECE TO SEND 
TROOPS TO THRACE. 


Paris, February 13.—Greéeece has 
been authorized by the peace con- 
ference to send additional troops 
into Thrace, the Smyrna district and 
adjacent territory along the coast. 
It is understood these troops and 
those which Italy is about to send 
to Asia Minor districts of Adalia and 
Konish will be considered as allied 
troaps, subject to withdrawal by the 
conference. 

This move is construed by observ- 
ers here as the first step towards 
making Italy and Greece the man- 


datory powers for the territory thus 
occupied, 


PEACE COMMISSION 


ON LABOR. 

Paris, February 13.—The peace 
conference commission on interna- 
tional labor legislation examined the 
articles dealing with the procedure 
of the proposed international con- 
ference body. In this process it rea- 
soned aticle XVII. of the draft. This 
was officialy announced. 

The commission, it was added, has 
decided to issue a journal dealing 
with the problems of international 
industry and employment. 
TRANSPORT COUNCIL 
CONSIDERS SHIPPING. 

Paris, February 13.—An official 
communication issued this evening 
says: 

‘The maritime and transport coun- 
cil met February 1, 4andi11. Those 
resent were M. Clementel and 

Oisson for France, Signor Crespi 
for Italy,, George Rublee for the 
United States, and J, A. Salter for 
Great Britain. 

“Important decisions were made 
as to the allocation for management 
and use of Austrian and German 
tonnage. Passenger vessels will be 
mainly employed in the repatriation 
of troops and cargo vessels for the 
carriage of food to different ports 
in Europe, including liberated areas 
and enemy countries. The vessels 
are to be divided for the purposes of 
management among the associated 
governments. 

“These arrangements were made 
on the understanding that the ulti- 
mate disposition of the vessels by 
the terms of peace would in no way 
be prejudiced, and in order to make 
this a fact, they are being adminis- 
tered in the meantime in trust for 
the associated) governments as a 
whole. They will fly the flag of the 
allied maritime transport service, as 
well as the national flag of the 
country undertaking their manage- 
ment, 

“The council appointed delegates 
to proceed to Spa, together with rep- 
resentatives of the food depart- 
ments and the naval authorities of 
the several governments, to meet 
the representatives of the German 
government February 16 and arrange 
with regard to the delivery of ves- 
sels which the German government 
was bound to hand over under the 
armistice of January 16 and the 
Treves agreement of January 17. 

“The preparation of a considerable 
number of vessels has been proceed- 
ing and about 750,000 tons dead 
weight tonnage have been named by 
the German government and are now 
ready to sail. Meantime the asso- 
clated governments are ntking an 
examination on the spot of other 
German vessels in German ports. 


CHILD IS KILLED 
BY OLDER BROTHER 


Anniston, Ala., February 13.— 
(Special.)—Willie Tillery, age 10, is 
dead at his home, 320 Glen Addie 
avenue, with a pistol bullet piercing 
his heart. The child was killed by 
his brother, Frank, age 12, while 
playing with a pistol. 

The smaller boy had a toy pistol 
and this, it is said, aroused the 
jealousy of Frank, who went to hig 
father’s trunk and took out a real 


pistol, which he pointed at his 
brother. The parents were not at 
home at the time and the shooting 
attracted the attention of neigh- 
bors who discovered the tragedy. 


UNIVERSAL TRAINING 
ADVOCATED BY KAHN 


Washington, February 13.—Gen- 
eral debate on the eleven hundred 
million dollar army appropriation 
bill was closed today in the house 
and the measure taken up  (“{for 
amendment under the five-minute 
rule. Slow progress was made, how- 
ever, and at adjournment tonight 
there was no indication when a final 
vote would be reached. 

Universal military training was 
advocated by Representative Kahn, 
of California, :epublican, who is ex- 
pected to head the military commit- 
tee in the next congress. He urged 
the training for six months of all 
youths when they attain their nine- 
teenth birthday and said the safest 
way to avoid attack was to be able 
to repel it. 

Representatives McCulloch, of 
Ohio, and Connally, of Texas, gave 
notice they would offer amend- 
ments later. Mr. McCulloch said his 
proposal would be that all men in 
the national army be discharged 
two months after enactment of the 
present army bill, while Mr. Con- 
nally said his amendment would 
provide for a regular army of the 
present authorized strength of 175,- 
000 men, obtained from volunteer en- 
listment of one, two and three years,

Paris, February 13.—An official 
communication issued tonight says: 

“A meeting of the sub-committee 
appointed by the commission on the 
international -regime of ports, 
waterways and railways to study 
the general questions of freedom of 
transit and other matters was held 
on Thursday at 3 o’clock at the min- 
istry of public works. The Hon. 
Henry White, United States of 
America, was elected chairman and 
Sir Herbert Llewellyn Smith, Brit- 
ish empire, vice chairman., 

“The committee considered a draft 
convention dealing with freedom of 
transit, submitted by the British 
delegation. The discussion indicat- 
ed general agreement on the prin- 
ciples involved, but various amend- 
ments of detail were suggested. 
These amendments are now being 
collected and will form the basis of 
discussion at the next meeting.” 

Supreme Council Meets. — 

The supreme council sat for three 
hours this afternoon. It heard the 
Rev. Howard 8. Bliss, president of 
the American college at Beirut, and 
Chekri Cahem, president of the 
Syrian national committee. 

The peace conference commission 
on reparations today heard the 
American and English points of view 
on the question of reparations: Lord 
Sumner spoke for Great Britain. 
Louis Klotz, the French minister of 
finance, presided. 

The financial commission of the 
conference met under the presidency 
of former Premier Salandra of Italy. 
The secretary of the commission was 
ordered to amalgamate all lists into 
one for presentation to the commis- 
sion at its next meeting on Monday. 

Captain Andre Tardieu, of the 
French peace delegation, in an in- 
terview today with the American 
newspaper correspondents, said the 
society of nations would be formed 
to protect only the powers repre- 
sented at the Paris conference now. 
Neutral and enemy powers would 
be admitted one by one, he added, as 
they conformed to the rules of the 
society and could be trusted.

Exemption From Taxation. 


Exemption from taxation to be 
carried by the new issue, Mr. Glass 
said, would not be greater than 
that conferred in the first Liberty 
bond act nor less than exemption 
from state and local taxes.

“Some measure of governmental 
aid during the transition period is 
necessary,’ Mr. Glass said, “if we 
are to be able to export the food 
supplies and other commodities 
which European allies desire to se- 
cure and which it is to oru interest 
to sell them.” 

Extension of the powers of the 
war finance corporation, including 
authority to make advances to ex- 
porters not to exceed $1,000,000,000 
at any one time, would put into play 
methods approximating commercial] 
practice, Mr. Glass said, without re- 
sort to the treasury.

Interest Due America. 


“The interest payments due from 
the several governments on their 
obligations held by the United 
States now aggregate over $200,- 
000,000 each half year and it is 
probable that few of the govern- 
ments at the present time can meet 
these payments without assistance. 

“T do not ask an increased ap- 
propriation and it would not be my 
purpose to avail of the authority 
where commercial loans or _ the 
powers of the war finance corpora- 
smear could, in my judgment, . be 
used. 

“Business in the United States is 
now hesitant and unemployment is 
growing. Upon the maintenance of 
our exports depends in a large 
measure whether this situation shall 
become aggravated or relieved, I! 
am convinced that exports must be 
greatly curtailed unless the govern- 
ment for the resent emergency 
lends financia] aid along the lines I 
have indicated.” 

Mr. Glass appeared before the 
committee in executive session and 
his statement later was made public 
at the treasury.

ments; they have destroyed cities 
and hamlets, they have paralyzed 
I'rench and Belgian industry fvr 
decades: railways and canals, every- 
thing is to’ make, and having: done 
ibis they will profit completely if 
they can escape paying for waat 
they have done. Nor is this all, or 
half. The collapse of the Hapsburg 
empire has made it inevitable that 
six or seven million Germans in 
Austria proper will be united to 
the German empire. This mcans 
that even with Alsace-Lorraine ]ost, 
Germany will gain at least five 
million people and ah area several 
times as large as that of the Hhine 
land. She will acquire more terr.- 
tory and larger increase of popula- 
tion than Prussia ever gained by 
successful war. 


Alligs Abandon Russia. 


In audition, there is the Russian 
fiel@c. THe allies have abandoned 
it, trey have dectined a task proba- 
bly beyond their resources of rein- 
forcing the elements of order and 
organization in Kussia, They have 
had recourse t’: the transparent de- 
vice of the Principe conference, 
which means in fact that they have 
re-osnized the SGolshevist and left 
the way open to the Germans to ally 
themselves with conservative and 
sane e.ements in Russia, and thus 
to reorganize and exploit the vast 
Russian empire when peace at last 
comes. Those who appealed to the 
western powers to save them from 
Lenine and Trotzky. will now have 
no chceice but to throw themselves 
into the ample arms of Germany. 

Thus we have in three months a 
mighty and appalling transforma- 
tion. Germany has already eseaped 
from the first paralysis of defeat, 
the danger that the empire would 
break up is over. Instead we shall 
see seventy-five million Germans in 
the future instead of seventy mil- 
lions. We shall see a greatly en- 
larged German empire, including Vi- 
enna, touching the middie Danube, 
enfolding the new Bohemian state 
i its deadly embrace, 
threatening to prevent that Polish 
renaissance which has been rightly 
recognized as the corner stone of a 
just and permanent settlement in 
Europe. 

All this, save the Polish circum- 
stance, is now practically inevita- 
ble. As a consequence. of her at- 
tack upon jhe world, Germany is to 
be greater in area. and. larger in 
population than in 1914. -She. has 
overturned the great Slav state and 
her pathway into the Vast is open 
for vast economic and incredible po- 
litical expansion. In all respects 
save two she finds herself .lready 
better off than before. Now these 
two limitations are obviously mili- 
tary and financial. Germany has 
not and cannot for a considerable 
time rebuild her army since she 
lacks materials, no> can she begin 
new wars since much of her ter- 
ritory is in enemy hands as a result 
of the armistice terms. She is pow- 
erless, therefore, to resist allied de- 
mands for just reparation and res- 
toration by her own military weap- 
ons. She is then thrown back on 
a new line of action to avoid finan- 
cial burdens, but with the very 
plain fact in mind that if she can 
avoid these burdens she will emerg*" 
victorious from the war and be 
able, alone of the European nations, 
to take up the old race in arma- 
ments. 

German Sees Victory. 

For it is very clear that if France 
is not repaid for the terrible havoc 
wrought in her fields and factories 
and mines by the German invaders, 
France cannot both restore her eco- 
nomic life and maintain her army is 
of old. And if the French army is 
reduced the sole substantial obstacle 
to German ambition on the mainland 
of Europe disappears, while Britain, 
with her commercial fleet decimated 
by the submarine and her human re- 
sources reduced by war and always 
less numerous than the German, 
cannot sufficiently reinforce France. 

All of which should make it per- 
fectly clear what the German is 
now up to. He sees plainly a new 
chance to win the war. He has only 
to escape paying the costs of his de- 
vastations deliberately undertaken 
to cripple France and Britain, and 
he has won the game; he_ will 
emerge, despite his military failure, 
greater and Jess exhausted in mate- 
rial and human resources than the 
nations which defeated him in 
battle. 

And the way to achieve this end is 
unmistakable. He must appeal to 
the elements in all enemy and neu- 
tral countries whose idealism or 
congenital blindness make them the 
eastiest victims of his new propa- 
ganda. Above all, he must enlist 
American sympathy and American 
support, and I do not think I exag- 
gerate facts when [I say that he fs 
making substantial progress in this 
direction in certain American quar- 
ters in Europe. The German begins 
his campaign by accepting ‘without 
cavil the most extreme idealism 
anywhere to be found, and then 
goes it one better. He accepts Mr. 
Wilson’s fourteen points and, having 
swallowed them, he proceeds to in- 
terpret them. He accepts the league 
of nations principle; having accept- 
ed it, he undertakes to annex it. He 
proclaims his enthusiasm for peace 
and justice, healing peace, and then 
proceeds to outline it. 

Consider the fact that this same 
Germany one year ago demanded 
the right to annex Belgium, Serbia 
and Poland, to take half of north- 
ern France, and to enforce indemni- 
ties which would have put this 
world in economic bondage to him 
for a century. He wrote all his 
purposes into the treaties of Brest- 
Litovsk and Bucharest, where they 
remain a matter of record. This 
was what he undertook to do when 
he felt himself a victor only twelve 
davs less than twelve months ago. 

The thing goes very deep. The 
German meant to annex Belgium hbe- 
cause he wanted it, despite the 
unanimous wish of the Belgian peo- 
ple. But today, when the Poles of 
Silesia and of Posen ask to be re- 
united to Poland, he invokes, false- 
ly, precisely the same principles 
which were invoked justly in the 
case of Belgium. | 

And when it is demanded that he 
pay for the wrecked industrial re- 
gions of France, he appeals to the 
same principles cited by his enemies 
when he demanded,. not that they 
should pay for. devastation, since 
they caused none, but for his ex- 
pensé in the war of conquest: which 
he had inflicted upon the world in 
his pursuit of universal domination. 

And: while in Paris the allies are 
seeking to achieve just peace and 
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|Wilson Would Not Hesi- 
tate. to Use American 
Army if Germany Balked 
at Armistice Terms. 


Paris, February 13.—The supreme 
war council has decided, says a 
Havas report, that the armistice 
with Germany will be renewed on 
February 17 for a very brief period 
with the allies reserving the right 
to suspend it at any time in the 
event of Germany’s failure to carry 
out new clauses or those which 
have hitherto not been executed, It 
is said the terms will provide that 
the Germans must cease hostilities 
against the Poles and maintain their 
forces within fixed limits. 

During the brief period of the re- 
newed armistice, a special commis- 
sion will definitely draft the condi- 
tions of the armistice which will 
last till the signature of the peace 
preliminaries. 

These conditions, which the su- 
preme war council is reported to 
have approved in a rough form 
yesterday afternoon, have in view, 
it is said, the demobilization of the 
German army and the disarmament 
of the enemy under the supervision 
of the allies. These terms, it is 
understood, will be communicated 
to Germany so that the national as- 
sembly at Weimar will have time 
to deliberate upon them until the 
provisional armistice expires. 

Marshal Foch, who leaves for 
Treves today, will interview Premier 
Clemenceau at 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing and will begin drafting the ar- 
mistice provisions which the su- 
preme war council will probably ex- 
amine this afternoon, It is reported 
that M. Clemenceau made an im- 
pressive speech at yesterday’s sit- 
ting of the council, showing’ the 
necessity of taking all desirable pre- 
cautions against Germany. At the 
afternoon sitting, President Wilson 
is declared to have adopted the same 
viewpoint, affirming that all the al- 
lies were agreed on that point, and 
that divergencies which cropped up 
during previous discussions bore 
solely on the most suitable methods 
of obtaining the necessary guaran- 
gp Wilson, according to the 
report, is understood to have de- 
clareqd in conversation that a reé- 
sumption of hostilities was a grave 
eventuality to which he would agree 
only on the most absolutely essen- 
tial conditions, and not for any 
secondary motive. The report states 
that, in Mr. Wilson’s opinion, the 
non-execution of terms of the ar- 
mistice by Germany would be an 
incident of such a nature as to jus- 
tify the resumption of war and it 
is stated that he would not hesi- 
tate in that case to order the Amer- 
ican army to take up arms again. 


Present German Forces. 


London, February 13.—Demobili- 
zation of Germany’s old army is al- 
most completed, according to au- 
thoritative information here. After 
Saturday, when the 1916 and 1917 
classes will be disbanded, it will 
consist of about 100,000 men on the 
eastern front and the 1918 and 
1919 classes, numbering about 450,- 
000 men, which will be kept as a 
standing army. 

Efforts by the German authori- 
ties to recruit volunteers have been 
unproductive, but the official view 
here is that they may be more suc- 
cessful later. 

The British general staff does not 
view as dangerous the possibility 
of Germany making a military ef- 
fort, but is taking full cognizance 
of the situation, which the staff he- 
lieves exists. It is pointed out that 
the German general staff continues 
in existence and that doubtless much 
drtillery is still in hand. The Ger- 
mans, it is believed, could get plen- 
ty of men quickly if necessary, but 
the problem of stores would fore- 
stall any quick ambitious attempt 
to renew fighting. 

To Demand Recognition. 

Berne, February 13.—As a result 
of a long conference between Math- 
ias Erzberger, member of the Ger- 
man armistice commission, and va- 
rious ministers at Berlin on Mon- 
day, it was decided, according to the 
Frankfort Zeitung, that Erzberger 
will demand that the allies recog- 
nize the new Berlin government 
when he meets the entente chiefs 
to negotiate a renewal of the ar- 
mistice,

construct a real league of nations, 
having naturally and inevitably to 
examine conflicting claims and 
weigh and deal with national aspi- 
rations, some just and some unrea- 
sonable, the German is_ steadily 
building up for.himself this new 
policy and this new character. He 
is preparing to use every possible 
disguise of idealism and of justice 
to enable himself to win the war 
he once lost by arms. 

The danger of this new German 
campaign can hatdly be exaggerat- 
ed. It is gaining headway in many 
places. ‘It is finding converts in 
many American quarters. It bids 
fair to capture international social- 
ism as represented at Berne, and in- 
ternational finances represented ev- 
erywhere. It will mean, if he suc- 
ceeds, that we shall have lost the 
war and Germany will emerge the 
only victor, with all of Russia as 
her first immediate prey and all of 
her eastern ambitions revitalized. 

If there were anywhere the small- 
est: sign that there had been real 


ij revolution in Germany, a genuine 


awakening of national conscience, 
honest rejection of old ideals, it 
would be different. But the fact is 
patent. The men who ruled Ger- 
many at Weimar are exactly the 
men who for feur years and a half 
in Berlin accepted, endorsed and 
promulgated policies which are re- 
‘sponsible for all the horrors of the 
recent war. 

The peril of Bolshevism in Ger- 
many is over. Perhaps we all exag- 
gerated it, but the peril of Germany 
herself has been restored. If Ger- 
many escapes from her terrible de- 
struction she wins the war. If 
France and Britain are saddled with 
these costs, in addition to the costs 
of defending themselves, neither can 
stand against the Germans again. 
But only thus can Germany escape. 
If she succeeds by her new cam- 
paign in entrapping American pub- 
lic leadership her triumph will be 
completed and, at least in Paris, the 
danger seems real and close at hand. 
At all events, it igs time that the fact 
was clearly perceived in Aemrica 
that Germany hag totally changed 
her situation, has executed a trans-

“This country is being flooded 
with stock flotations at the present 
time, many of which are of very 
doubtful worth and many of which 
are fraudulent,” Mr.-Glass’ ietter 
said. “The millions of holders of 
our Liberty Bonds are being solicit- 
ed by paid agents to exchange these 
bonds for these securities, thus not 
only seriously diminishing resources 
which should be kept available for 
government financing, but as_ well 
bringing in many cases financial 
loss and ruin and seriously jeopard- 
izing national finances from the 
resultant sale on the market of gov- 
ernment securities by those whoa 
have thus obtained possession of 
them.

Public service corporations, whose’

And the all-important string upon 
which this conglomeration was 
strung was Mr. Hitchcock himself. 

Raymond Hitchcock is beginning 
to evidence an older age in his ap- 
pearance, but his art as a comedian 
is just as fresh and just as unique 
as ever. There are a number of 
comedians who have enlivened the 
American stage in tecent years who 
have been flattered by that most 
sincere form, imitation. To mention 
a few who come to mind as particu- 
lar objects of this type of adoration, 
there was Harry Lauder, Georgie 
Cohen, Eddie Foy and Raymond 
Hitchcock. It seems to the writer 

more would-be vaudevillians 
attempt to imitate this quartet than 
any others on the stagé. But no 
one can reproduce the inimitable 
personality of any of them, least 
of all, of Hitchcock. : 

Mr. Hitchcock’s song, “Here Comes 
the Groom,” was immense.

“Copyright, 1919, Hart Schaffner & 
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Paris, February 123.—The agree- 
ment by the commission on interna- 
labor jegislation of the peace 
conference yesterday to accept ar- 
ticle IV. of the British draft of 
measures to settle the future status 
of international labor, marks the 
passing over safely of an obstacle 
which the labor leaders expected 
would provoke a bitter contest, for 
the reason that it is the most rad- 
ical of the projects organized labor 
is seeking to graft upon the con- 
stitution of the society of nations. 

This article provides that at the 
proposed international labor confer- 
ence the representativés of the gov- 
ernments, the employers and work- 
ing people shall be entitled to speak 
and vote independently without re- 
gard to the views yar ot by the 
other representatives of their nation 
and to have power to draw up con- 
ventions binding on the nations rep- 
resented. 

The rapid porgress made upon the 
balance of the British draft, into 
which will be incorporated certain 
features of the French labor plan, 
appears to warrant the belief that 
the essential aims of the delegates 
of both nations will be accepted in 
their entirety by the commission, 
although final action by the peace 
conference is predicted. 


< Provisions of Draft. 


The British draft covers a wide 
— including the following provis- 
ons: 

Uniformity of the rights of work- 
men employed abroad, their protec- 
tion against loss when in a foreign 
country through the lapse of state 
insurance against sickness, old age, 
accidents, unemptoyment and simi- 
lar causes, 

Prevention of unemployment 
through the adoption by the differ- 
ent government of a policy of dis- 
tribution of orders for public works 
s0 as to keep the demand for labor 
at an approximately uniform level. 
The relief of the unemployed 
through a system of registration 
and co-operation between employers 
in different lines of authority to 
meet fluctuating labor demands. 

Opportunities to unemployed 
young workers for the continuance 
of their education at established 
centers. 

A system of inspection of factories 
and workshops to insure the exe- 
cution of labor laws. 

The protection of children, youths 
women, with educational opportuni- 
ties for the children and the reg- 
ulation of night work for the youths. 

The limitation of the working 
shift for young persons to half that 
of adults with no overtime or night 
work. 7 

The recognition of the rights of 
workingmen to combine politically, 
and the right of trades unions to 
participate in politics. 

Working hours to be fixed by laws 

in each state with an international 
standard as the minimum. 
The regulation of home work in 
smal] workshops, or in sweat shops 
to be attended to by each state, in 
view of the difficulty of settling this 
problem by international legislation. | 
An international code regulating 
labor conditions in the mercantile 
marine under every flag to be work- 
ed out by a special maritime com- 
mission of the league of nattens in 
continuous session to take up new 
points. 

Wage Agreement Impossible. 

It seems to be agreed that the 
wholly different wage and money 
standards of the east and west 
would make the definite fixing of 
conditions as to these matters im- 
possible. 

As to the right of working men 
to combine, the British view is that 
this at least should be insisted upon 
by the working classes, although it 
now is denied by Japan. 

The measures of hygiene, insur- 
ance and the regulation of the work 
of children, it is also contended, 
ought to apply to native Asiatic la- 
bor: The British plan also contem- 
plate the creation of a permanent 
international commission to fix 
minimum wages according to the 
conditions in the various regions 
and to make a special study of na- 
tive labor problems. 

It is proposed to include in the 
league of nations plan the constitu- 
tion of an international parliament 
composed of delegates from the ex- 


gest labor legislation to the society 
of nations. The abolition of military 
training in schools and international 
interchange of university students 
also is proposed. 

The French labor propoaals in- 
clude the recruiting of labor through 
national employment bureaus, pro- 
hibition upoh the labor of children 
under fourteen years of age, prohi- 
bition of night work by women, and 
a maximum eight-hour working day 
in factories, where the furnaces are 
always lighted, together with laws 
regulating hygiene and the safety 
of the workers.

LETTS 10 PARTICIPATE 
~ IF BOLSREVIAI LEAVE 


Paris, Wednesday, February 12.— 
The Lettish republic, in accepting 
the invitation of the peace confer- 
ence to attend a conference at 
Princes Islands, states that as a 
proviso to its acceptance the Rus- 
sian soviet government must with- 
draw its forces from Letvia and 
cease all offensive military meas- 
ures. ‘ 

The Esthonian government, in its 
acceptance, states that it does not 
consider it is a part of the Russian 
soviet republic, but will participate 
because it feels the conference will 
be of importance to the future of 
Esthonia and its relations with Rus- 
sia. 

The text of the Lettish reply in 
part follows: 

“In the name of the provisional 
Lettish government, the  Lettish 
delegation has the honor to bring 
to the attention of the peace con- 
ference of Paris the following dec- 
laration: 

“‘The provisional Lettish govern- 
ment will send three delegates to 
Princes Islands, provided that all 
armed forces sent or directed by 
Russia against the Lettish state be 
withdrawn from Letvia and that all 
offensive military action cease. 

“‘Letvia announces its separa- 
tion from Russia and announced in 
January, 1919, at the constituent as- 
sembly of Russia the constitution of 
an independent and sovereign Let- 
tish state. 

“‘The Lettish delegation sent to 
the peace conference will partici- 
pate in the conference at Prinkipo 
in order to: 

““*1, Make peace with Russia, this 
peace to be recognized by the great 
allied powers. 

“+2, Regulate, under the auspices 
of the great allied powers, the po- 
litical and economic affairs as they 
result from the separation of Let- 
via and Russia. 

“*3. Make treaties in and take 
the necessary steps toward the es- 
tablishment of states.’ ”’ 

The Esthonian reply in part fol- 
lows: 

“The Esthonian veople, by the in- 
termediary of its national council, 
which springs from universal suf- 
frage, determined to separate from 
Russia, and thereupon proclaimed 
Esthonia an independent republic. 


|! The government has been provision- 


ally recognized by the _ English, 
French and Italian governments. 
Not only does the Esthonian gov- 
ernment exert its authority inde- 
pendent of any Russian govern- 
ment, but for three months, after 
having organized a regular army,

“The Esthonian people, by the in- 
er ourselves a part of Russia, al- 
though we accept the invitation of 
the allied powers and of the United 
States to go to Princes Islands. We 
believe that the participation of 
the representatives of Esthonia and 
of the communist republic of Rus- 
sian soviets of importance to the 
future relations between Russia and 
the Fisthonian renuhblic.’”’

All Workers for Red Cross 
_ Advised To See Great Film 


That Atlanta women are sstill 
faithful to the calls of the Red 
Cross was proven in the reports 
made yesterday afternoon at the 
regular monthly meeting of the At- 


lanta chapter of the Red Cross, pre- 
sided over by Lee Ashcraft. Mrs, 
W. C. Wardlaw, chairman of the 
committee on refugee garments, re- 
ported that the women’s auxiliaries 
of the Red Cross have made 4,841 hos- 
pital and refugee garments during 
the month of January. Of: these, 
1.777 were refugeé garments to be 
shipped overseas, 151 hospital gar- 
ments were sent by the chapter to 
the base hospital at Fort McPherson 
and 2,913 t® other military hospi- 
tals. Mrs. Wardlaw supplemented 
her report by saying that many 
more garments would be reported 
in February, as her auxiliary work- 
ers were beginning to send in fin- 
ished garments as a result of the 
call made for refugee garments in 
early February, and which call the 
chapter workers were meeting, with 
each day. 
Knitting to Be Resumed. 

For Mrs. Ulric Atkinson, chair- 
man of the knitting committee of 
the Red Cross, it was announced 
that knitting on garments for refu- 
gee children will begin Monday 
morning at Red Cross house, 258 
Peachtree street, and all those who 


‘will knit garments for refugee chil- 


dren can receive the wool by report- 
ing for work Monday morning. The 
call for sweaters and kindred ar- 
ticles for children has just been 
made from national headquarters, 
and the wool left over from the 
knitting which was done previous 
to January 1 will be used for this 


-new emergency knitting call. 


The report from the home service 
section showed that the work of 
that department of the Red Cross 
continues and that the return of the 
soldiers has increased the need of 
the work for the time being, while 
the families which have been han- 
dled by the home service in the ab- 
sence of the men abroad, continues 
under able direction. An interest- 
ing report of the work being done 
was made by Rabbi Marx, chair- 
man of the committee. 

Mrs. James I. Dickey, chairman 
of the canteen committee of ‘the 
Red Cross, was congratulated on the 
admirable report she made, which 
showed that during the month of 
January, through the Red Cross 
eanteen service, over 19,000 soldiers 
were fed and 1,200 sailors. Over 
1,000 wounded men were given spe- 
cial refreshments. Many were sent 
through the canteen motor service 
to the hospitals and many were 
given first aid service. Over 800 
pieces of baggage were checked for 
the soldiers. -Many were aided in 
various wavs pértaining to the con- 
tinuance of their journey, and ad-

On motion. of Mrs. Thornton, Mr. 
Ashcraft appointed a committee con- 
sisting of Mrs. Thornton and Mrs. 
Eugene Black to draft suitable res- 
olutions from the chapter on the 
death of Dr. R. E. Hinman, who 
for a year had so faithfully aided 
the Red Cross in teaching their 
classes in first aid. 

Mrs. Black made an interesting 
report on the giving of the certifi- 
cates which entitles chapter work- 
ers to the decoration the Red Cross 
is giving for faithful service. It 
was recommended by the board that 
all Red Cross workers see the movie 
entitled “The Heart of Humanity,” 
which has several features showing 
the great work which has been per- 
formed by the Red Cross during the 
period of the war. 

It was decided that the monthly 
meetings of the Red Cross board 
take place hereafter on the second 
Wednesday of each month at the 
Red Cross house.

To spend a great deal of time discussing whether or not the 
movies are demoralizing to the legitimate drama would be a waste of 
time, just as it is to talk about the fact that people should hear only 
classic music, when everybody knows there is always going to be a 


place for popular music. 
Marion Crawford, on a visit to 


Atlanta, once told a young woman 


writer who interviewed him that books written with a purpose were 
rarely artistic, and she believed. him for a long time, and actually did 
not read books that she thought “had a purpose.” 

Aside from the reformative value of books, movies, plays or litera- 
ture of any kind, the every-day somebody sees in books and the movies 
as their first purpose that to entertain. 

When a person sits down to read a book the desire is to be en- 
tertained, to be pleased, and interested, and thus have recreation. The

THE PHONE DILEMMA. 


The telephone hearing now pend- 
ing before the state -railroad com- 
mission places the corporations in- 
volved in a most embarrassing po- 
sition, and absolutely through no 
fault of theirs. 

The Southern Bell Telephone 
company, for instance, which is the 
chief one concerned, has always 
been exceédingly active in co-oper- 
ating to the fullest extent of its 
capability with both state and na- 
tional authority in all matters per- 
taining to rates, regulations, serv- 
ice, etc. 

Now it is put in the anomalous 
position before the state commis- 
sion of defying the federal govern- 
ment if it obeys the orders of the 
state and of defying state author- 
ity if it obeys the orders of the fed- 
eral government! 

In this very peculiar situation it 
is to be hoped that the state rail 
road commission will not further 
complicate matters by insisting 
upon action against the company 
for-obeying federal regulations that 
have been imposed by the post- 
master general, who, for the 
time being, is in supreme control 
over it. 

The taking over of the wire fa- 
cilities of the country was, in our 
opinion, unwarranted by conditions 
then or subsequertly'§§ existing. 
There was not at any time any 
semblance of an emergency that 
necessitated such action. 

But that is neither here nor 
there, the government took them 
over, it now has them, and théy are 
being operated by the postmaster 
general. 

If the Southern Bell company is 
placed between the two horns of a 
dilemma, under orders from state 
authority on one hand and from fed- 
eral authority on the other, natu- 
rally, the national government be- 
ing the supreme power, its au- 
thority should not be defied. The 
state cannot afford to place itself 
in that position. | 

The law under which the wire 
lines were taken over by the gov- 
ernment provides that as soon as 
the peace treaty becomes effective 
the lines must be restored to their 
private owners. 

That being the case, and as the 
peace treaty negotiations must 
soon be disposed of, t would seem 
only just and reasonable for the 
state railroad commission to re- 
frain from efforts to enforce its 
authority in this instance, and wait 
until the federal government has 
rescinded its jurisdiction—which 
at most will be within a few 
months.

géstions from him as to our drain- 
age laws looking toward their 
amendment in the interest of drain- 
age bonds, so as t6 make them more 
sought after by the bond people. I 
would be pene to presént these sug- 
gestions to the drainage associa- 
tion and have. its approval of them. 


Under our drainage law, which 
was taken from the North Carolina 
Jaw, many months pass, the pre- 
liminary and final surveys are made, 
and all the steps looking to the 
organization. of the district before 


the commisgioners can be elected, 
and in -the”*meantime there is rv 
legally authorized head of the pro- 
posed drainage district, and the at- 
torney, engineer and a few of the 
most interested land owners have to 
get along the best they can in order 
to keep things going, and in order 
to finally get the district organ- 
ized. It appears to me that we 
ought to have some way by which 
the commissions may be elected im- 
mediately after the petition is filed, 
as is done in Missouri. In that 
state within four weeks after the 
petition is filed, and after the re- 
quired notice to the land owners, an 
election is held for supervisors, 
whose duties are to take all the nec- 
essary steps to organize the district, 
have the surveys made, let the con- 
tract and have the work of con- 
struction done, and provide for 
financing the district. 


Another provision in the Missou- 
ri law that would in a great méas- 
ure assist the work of reclaiming 
our wet and overflow lands in this 
state is the provision by. which the 


preliminary costs and expenses may 
be raised in order to meet such 
items of expense as are necessary, 
and are required long before any 
money can be raised by the issue 
and sale of bonds. Under the Mis- 
souri law the supervisors may levy 
an assessment of not more than 50 
cents per acre on each tract of land 
in the proposed district for the pur- 
pose of defraying the expenses of 
engineering, court costs and other 
expenses. This one provision incor- 
porated in our drainage law will g0 
a long way in encouraging the 
drainage work, as under our law 
there is no provision made to defray 
the expenses of the engineering 
work until the bonds are sold. There 
is, however, a general provision in 
our law that the drainage court 
may from time to time call upon the 
petitioners for money to defray the 
necessary expenses other than the 
costs of the engineer, and as the en- 
gineering expense is the greatest 
item, and the thing for which the 
money is needed most, the provision 
in our law amounts to little, and 
the usual way the money is raised is 
for a number of the land owners to 
put it up, and trust to luck to get 
it back, as under our law. there is 
no one at that stage of the organ- 
“zation authorized to contract so as 
to bind the lands within the pro- 
posed drainage district. Have our 
law go amended that the commis- 
sioners may be elected sooner, pro- 
vide some way to raise the prelim- 
inary expenses, and make the issu- 
ing of drainage bonds simpler, and 
we will soon se@ more drainage 
work in progress, and our wet and 
overflow lands made _ suitable for 
cultivation, and in that way solve 
the great problem of caring for 
our. returnin soldiers, and in a 
measure providing homes for them, 
and turning their efforts toward the 
upbuilding of our commonwealth.

Tenth District School 
Now in Good Shape 


Editor Constitution: Referring 
to the letter in your issue of Feb- 
ruary 12 from Superintendent J. 
Henry Walker, of the Fifth District 
A. & M. school, I beg to agree with 
him in his defense of the State Agri- 
cultural schools in general. I did 
not see the letter of Mr. Haynie 
to which he refers, but I feel as- 
sured that Mr. Haynie is wnaware 


of the present condition and pros- 
pects of the Tenth District A. & M. 
school. Professor Merry has the 
unqualified confidence and support 
of the board of trustees of this 
school. He took charge of it at the 
beginning of the present scholastic 
year. The buildings have been thor- 
oughly overhauled, repaired, cleaned 
and painted. He has all the pu- 
pils that cah possibly be accom- 
modated, and many applicants had 
to be turned off for want of sleep- 
ing and table room. The live stock 
and farm equipment afte carefully 
looked after and are in good condi- 
tion. Good Work is being done at 
the school and the prospect has 
nevér been so bright for placing it 
among the most useful and prosper- 
ous of the A. & M. schools. 


The Tenth District school was un- 
fortunate during the past two years 
in having some internal friction 
between the principal and ‘some of 
the faculty and attaches, who en- 
couraged the spread of dissension 


through the pupils to the patrons. 
The disastrous effect became ap- 
parent to the principal, who ten- 
dered his resignation for the good 
of the school in which he had a 
laudable interest. A ¢lean sweep 
Was made so as to be rid of every 
element of bad teeling, malice, or fric- 
tion. Nothing was left but the cat. 
A new principal and assistants were 
put in charge and under their ad- 
ministration the best possible re- 
sults are being obtained. 


The school was sorely afflicted 
with the “flu,” having had forty 
cases, but without a death. There 
are now eight teachers on the fac- 
ulty. The enrollment is 105. The 
daily attendance is 80 boys and 51 
girls. Theré are 3 horses, 1 mule, 
12 Jerséy cattle, @ registered Jer- 
sey .bull, 3 registered Poland China 
hogs, 12 brood sows and some eighty 
pigs for sale. A new orchard of 
300 trees Is being set and a chick- 
en yard for Rhode Island Reds 
started. There is a commercial 
Barden of an acre and a school gar- 
den of another acre, divided in 
twentieths, with two girls to each 
division who are to learn how to 
keep a garden the year round with 
a hoe, rake and fork. There is no 
ground for criticism at the present 
time of the Tenth District school.

Committee Jolt 
To War Department. 


By expressly repealing provisions 
of the Overman act the annual 
army appropriation bill, as it 
reached the floor from the house 
committee on military affairs, tears 
down virtually in its entirety the 
powerful general staff organization 
built up during the war. By the 
same token it jolts the war depart- 
ment from garret to cellar, for of 
all things on earth Secretary Baker 
and General March want this gen- 
eral staff to remain as a perma- 
nency. 

Except as regards tactical units 
the president is instructed to return 
to the administration machinery 
and bureau systems worked out in 
the national defense act of 1916. 

The organization of the national 
guard is preserved, and $10,173,674 
is appropriated as government con- 
tributions to the equipment and up- 
keep of national guard organiza- 
tions. This is also a war depart- 
ment jolt. 

Although the measure authorizes 
a temporary strength by voluntary 
establishments of 28,579 officers and 
509,909 enlisted men, yet the num- 
ber of men by which such strength 
exceeds the authorization of the 
national defense act is to be con- 
sidered temporary and authorized 
for one year only, from June 30, 
next. The measure calls for appro- 
priations totalling $1,117,289,488,

Will Be Benefit 
To Tech School. 


In looking over a bill that Rep- 
resentative Caldwell, of New York, 
introduced, I thought of the Georgia 
Tech and the wonderful benefit it 
would be to that and to other 
schools in the south. It is this— 

That the secretary of war lend 
to trade and technical schools and 
universities and other recognized 
educational institutions which in his 
discretion should have such equip- 
ment the machine tools suitable for 
their use which are owned by the 
United States and which are not be- 
ing used for government purposes. 

The machines with which to equip 
these schools are now in the pos- 
gession of the war department, and 
Mr. Caldwell proposes that “the sec- 
retary of war shall lend them to 
trade and technical schools, univer- 
sities and other recognized educa- 
tional institutions, which, in the dis- 
cretion of the secretary of war, 
should have such equipment.” 

The government is protected, it 
peing provided that “each institu- 
tion so equipped shall be responsible 
to the United States of America, un- 
der regulations to be prescribed by 
the secretary of war for the proper 
care and the safe return of such 
equipment when demanded, ordinary 
wear and tear excepted.” 

There is estimated to be between 
$200,000,000 to $300,000,000 worth of 
government-owned machine tools, 
bought on account of the war, of 
which amount perhaps’ one-third 
may be absorbed by existing arsen- 
als. The remainder, according to the 
terms of the appropriation bill un- 
der which they were bought, must 
be sold to bring the greatest possi- 
ble returns to the government, 

There is no ready market for these 
tools at the present time, machine 
shops throughout the country being 
overstocked on account of their ex- 
pansion during the war. Therefore, 
the sale of these tools, unless made 
at a considerable loss, will be strung 
over a number of years, which will 
have the effect of demoralizing the 
machine-building industry and 
lowering wages in that field. This 
will also entail the storage of these 
tools at the government expense, 
and storage charges on this class of 
machinery approximates 20 cénts 
per square foot per annum.

Team workers in the campaign te 
raise $50,000 in Atlanta to clear tha 
Georgia Baptist hospital of debt, 
with their organization greatly 
strengthened, prepared to increase 
their activities Friday.

26 CONVICTIONS AT 
SESSION OF COURT 


Out of 35 cases tried at the seés- 
sion of the United States district 
court which has just closed, there 
were 26 convictions and two mis- 
trials, according to Assistant United 
States Attorney W. Paul Carpenter. 

Most of these were moonshine 

cases and the sentences were vari- 
ously set, according to the serious- 
ness of the case, but three were con- 
cerned with slackers. In one in- 
stance a preacher, 45 years old, was 
arraigned with his son, 20, for fail- 
ing to register. The two, Rev. 
L. Manning and Dewey Manning, 
plead guilty, the father making the 
assertion in the courtroom that he 
was a minister and on that account 
he had not registered and would 
not do so or permit his son to. He 
said he lived not under the govern- 
ment, but under the grace of God, 
and would therefore not obey the 
government.

ISOLATION IS VEXATION. 

Cardio-vascular degeneration (ar- 
terial hardening, heart muscle fail- 
ure, Brights’ disease and apoplexy) 
now destroys more lives than any 
other disease affecting adults. The 
prevention of cardio-vascular dis- 
ease is strictly a matter of personal 
hygiene, personal heaith education. 


But respiratory infection is by all 
odds the greatest cause of disabil- 
ity and of sickness and expense and 


suffering and inefficiency which 
sickness entails not only in adult 
life, but in infancy, chdhood, youth 
and advanced age. The prevention 
of respiratory infection is a mat- 
ter not alone of personal hygiene 
and personal health instruction, but 
also of common courtesy and of pub- 
lic health administration. 


A man or woman may live as he 
or she sees fit, may develop cardio- 
vascular disease and succumb pre- 


maturely, and it is strictly his or 
her own affair. But when anybody 
has an alleged “cold,” “the grippe,” 
‘the flu,” pneumonia, diphtheria, 
acute bronchitis, acute sore throat 
or tonsillitis or quinsy, pulmonary 
tuberculosis, cerebrospinal menin- 
gitis, measles, scarlet fever, whoop- 
ing cough, or poliomyelitis (infan- 
tile paralysis), it is not merely a 
personal affair, it is an affair that 
seriously concerns the public wel- 
fare. A respiratory infection al- 
lowed to exist without isolation is 
certainly a crime against the public 
welfare and safety. Yet where is 
the health board, where is the health 
officer with the courage to insist 
upon the isolation of every individ- 
ual known to have a respiratory in- 
fection? ‘Thére is no such board and 
no such health officer, because, they 
say, the dear public is not yet in- 
telligent enough to understand the 
m@ason for isolation of all these res- 
piratery infections—or, in other 
words, Mrs. Grundy does not ap- 
prove of any alterations of the old 
order. 

Isolation is indeed vexation to a 
selfish person or an ignorant per- 
son. But why should we, the pub- 


lic, subject ourselves to needless 
risks just because the selfish and 
the ignorant object to keeping their 
diseases to themselves? % 


Taka pneumonia. In New York 
state a few years ago the disease 
was made reportable like diphthe- 


ria. Then, owing perhaps to Mrs. 
Grundy’s frown, the state health au- 
thorities deleted pneumonia from 
the list of reportable infectiong for 
a spell. Then they seemed to get 
back a little more courage and they 
replaced pneumonia on the list 
again.

he economic situation is regard- 
ed as likely to become serious, espe- 
cially as regards the problem of un- 
smaslor ment. unless some concerted 
and intelligent action is taken to 
avert troubles that now loom in the 
distance, The executive board of 
the State Federation is now at work 
formulating a definite program for 
legislative and industrial recommen- 
dation, 

This board is made up of Ross 
Copeland, of Augusta, president of 
the State Federation; . Whita- 
ker, of Atlanta; James A. Miller, At- 
lanta; J. L. Anderson, Macon, and O. 
Oliver, Savannah. 

“The members of/ the board have 
not yet discussed the employment 
situation formally,” said Secretary- 
Treasurer Whitaker after he had 
mailed out the convention calls, “but 
we have been giving these problems 


our individual consideration and we 


will work out a suggestive program 
oe, submitted to the state legis- 


Situation Not Alarming. 


“We do not that the present 
situation can bé regarded as alarm- 
ing, but we believe that if we are 
to avoid drifting into a condition 
possessing possibilities of rave 
danger to the country we should get 
busy now and do something con- 
structive. 

“There are now too many idle men 
in Georgia, and there many be more 
in a few weeks. Many plants have 
been forced to shut down or curtail 
operation because of inability to get 
settlements with the government for 
war work. In one day alone last 
week the'picric acid plant at Muscle 
Shoals laid off 6,000 persons. This 
was because the government had 
cancelled contracts. Something 
should be done to minimize the 
paseee of such economic disloca- 

ons.” 

Mr. Whitaker also spoke of the 
returning soldier problem. Many of 
these men are idle now, he said, be- 
cause they feel the need of a rest 
following their army grind, and be- 
cause they have money to keep them 
going for eight to twelve weeks, The 
fact that they are not now seeking 
employment is a help to the already 
strained situation, but after their 
present vacation is over they will 
want to work and need to work, and 
then the unemployment problem will 
become acute unless ways are now 
devised to anticipate their needs. 

Another phase of the soldier ques- 
tion which local labor officials are 
considering ig that pertaining to the 
former farm hand. These young 
chaps have been cared for by the 
mbes greg ina way they never 

reamed of before. ape have been 
fed and clothed and ransported. 
They have been to Paris and Lon- 
don and New York, and they have 
got a little taste of life. They are 
not going back to the monotony and 
drudgery of the farm. They feel 
that if the government could raise 
billions of dollars to care for them 
in time of war it can in times of 
peace create conditions to provide 
work for them under conditions of 
living that are agreeable, 

Secretary Lane’s proposal to re- 
claim swamp land for the returning 
soldiers is not viewed with favor by 
Atlanta leaders. “Why,” they ask, 
“should the soldier be asked to re- 
claim swamp land when there are 
400,000,000 acres of goed land uncul- 
tivated in the United States!”

extra cost required by the advance 
in labor and material. 

Misunderstands have arisen, the 
petition states, and Mr. Wells is now 
70 years old, and in fear that he 
may die before an action can be 
brought in the courts, it is desfred 
to take his testimony now. It {fs 
explained that Mr. Wells, though a 
resident of Washington, D. C,, 1s 
temporarily in Atlanta.

GREAT SAVING MADE 
BY FEDERAL CONTROL 


By the unification of stations and 
terminals $141,040 was saved last 
year in Atlanta alone, according to 
the annual report made by Regional 
Director B. L. Winchell to the direc- 
tor general of railroads, and just re- 
leased for publication. The total 
saving in this way all over the 
= region amgunted to $2,182,- 


Through other economies, such as 
elimination of passenger trains, re- 
duction in advertising expenses, re- 


| duction in freight train service, tele- 


graph and telephone unification and 
the consolidation of general office 
forces, this sum was raised to $7,- 
975,915, which represents the totu!l 
amount cut from usual expenses in 
this region. 

While there was an increase in 
expenses in 1918, the director gen- 
eral states that this was due to the 
volume of business and the increase 
in salaries paid during the year. 

During the ten months’ ending 
October 31, 1917, the roads in the 
southern region transported passen- 
gers the equivalent of 4,847,029.611 
miles, which was an increase of 40 
per cent over the corresponding pe- 
riod of the previous year. 

“The remarkable feature of this 
performance,” the report states, “is 
that this largely increased volume 
of traffic was handled with approxi- 
mately the same number of passen- 
ger train miles, including’ special 
‘troop trains.’ ”’ 

Results of the safety movement 
which has been organized on each 
road was summarized by Mr. Win- 
chell in the statement that there 
were 27 per cent less fatalities and 
38 per cent less injuries in November 
than in August, when the safety or- 
ganization was established. 

Lest many think that because the 
war pressure is somewhat relieved, 
transportation troubles are over, Mr. 


Winchell adds in the closing words 


of his report:. 

“It should be made plain to every 
one that but few of the many train 
and engine men, shop, bridge, track 
and station forces, superintendents 
and trainmasters, general managers, 
general superintendents and other 
skilled and valuable factors in the 
successful operation of our railroads 
have as yet been released from the 
colors and actually back in our sery- 
ice. We need them to ‘carry on’ in 
our best manner.”

E. R. Craigford, 
secretary of the Meadowbrook 
Land company, has donated four 
lots at Meadowbrook for erecting 
the home.”

FRE DEPARINENT 
‘PROBE NEXT WEEK 


The fire department investigation, 
which is the outgrowth of sensa- 
tional charges that have been cross- 
Ailed between Chief W. B. Cody and 
other members of the department, 
will not begin its public hearings 
before the middle of next week. This 
information was given out by Chair- 
man H. Martin, of the special 
investigating committee, and oth- 
ers connected with the pro 

The developments in the case 
Thursday were the filing of a de- 
murrer by Harvey Hill on behalf 
of Homer R. Daniel, one of the 
firemen, cited by Cody for appear- 
ance before the committee on 
charges, and a statement by G. C. 
Courtney, a former assistant chief 
of the department, who served un- 
der both Cummings and Cody. 

Demurrer Is Filed. 

Daniel’s demurrer, filed by his 
attorney, Harvey Hill, charges that 
the investigation was instigated by 
Chief Cody, and gives to it a po- 
litical coloring, saying that the 
chief wishes to be exonerated from 
charges he has brought against him- 
self, and that the investigation the 
chief has set up is only for the 
purpose of finding how the men 
stand on the election of a chief. 

“The investigation will avail no 
one candidacy for re-election,” said 
Daniel’s demurrer, “and it appears 
simply a dragnet to bring about an 
exoneration of the chief on charges 
met he has preferred against him- 
self.” 

The demurrer further states that 
Chief Cody’s allegations are entire- 
ly too vague, indefinite and uncer- 
tain, with reference to the atti- 
tude of certain men in the depart- 
ment toward: him, and prays that 
the investigation be halted where 


it is. 
Courtney’s Statement. 

The Daniels petition was filed 
early in the day Thursday and later 
G. C. Courtney, who has served 
many years in the Atlanta fire de- 
partment, who declares himself a 
friend to both Cody and Cummings, 
the two men spoken of as candi- 
dates for the office of chief, gave 
out a statement to the effect that 
politics is at the bottom of the al- 
leged trouble in the fire depart- 
men. Mr. Courtney has been called 
upon to testify before the investl- 
gating committee, and judging from 
his long service ‘and his intimate 
knowledge of the men in the depart- 
ment, it is believed he will have 
much of interest to say before the 
board of firemasters. 

Mr. Courtney, who conducts a 
mercantile establishment on South 
Pryor street, retired from the fire 
department last September, after 
having served as assistant chief un- 
der Cody and Cummings. 

Speaking as a business man he 
points out the alleged fact that 
politics has entered the department, 
dating the entrance back about two 
years ago. 

He has been called upon as a wit- 
ness in the coming investigation and 
his testimony is expected to be sen- 
sational.

New York, February 13.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and the Building Trades 
Employers’ association failed to 
agree on @ wage scale at a confer- 
ence late today sand the carpenters 
on Monday will resume the strike 
which was suspended while negotia- 
tions were pending. 

Simultaneously with the’ an- 
nouncement that the carpenters had 
failed in their effort to obtain an 
advance of $1 a day in their wages, 
came the statement that the execu- 
tive council of the building trades 
department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor will meet tomorrow 
in this city to determine whether 
to call a strike of the thirty crafts 
represented as in sympathy with the 
carpenters. 

The bricklayers, plasterers and 
masons, known as the “basic 
trades,’ already have called a sym- 
pathetic strike on all jobs held by 
members of the employers’ associa- 


tion in more than one hundred cities. | 
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Among the prominent visitors in 
Atlanta Thursday was Senator C. H. 
Peacock, of Eastman, Ga., who, in 
discussing the bad roads of Georgia 
and the remedy for them, was em- 
phatic in stating that he favored an 
extra session of the legislature in 
order to get the legislation neces- 
sary not only to start work on the 
roads this year, but to save the loss 
of the federal funds now due Geor- 
gia and the possible loss of the ad- 
ditional funds which we are expect- 
ed to get from the appropriations 
made for post roads, the latter 
amounting to $7,000,000 for Georgia. 

Senator Peacock said nearly ev- 
erybody in his section favors the ex- 
tra session and approves the plan of 
the Georgia State Automobile asso- 
ciation for issuing $40,000,000 worth 
of bonds and letting the automobile 
owners pay the bill. 

Reports from officials of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce 
Thursday indicate that the organi- 
zation of commercial bodies in the 
counties throughout the state for 
the purpose of co-operating with the 
state chamber in assuring a special 
session of the legislature to secure 
$40,000,000 for permanent § road 
building, is progressing rapidly. 

Four counties have already or- 
ganized under the leadership of J. 
W. Rudland, general secretary of 
the Georgia chamber, and letters 
are flowing into the chamber from 
many counties asking for aid from 
this source in forming a commercial 
organization.

The cars have been main- 
taining a fair schedule today. It is 
reported that about 109 men are out. 

There is no disorder, but some of 
the suburban or industrial plant 
lines have either had to have the 
number of cars greatly reduced or 
eliminated.

tion training station here, and 
avoid traveling over the national 
highway. 

According to Kelly, this highway 
is positively the worst road he has 
traveled in a long time, and alto- 
gether unsuited for use of tourists.

Valdosta, Ga., February 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Judge W. F. Thomas, of the 
southern judicial circuit, today 
handed down a decision in the case 
of the Milltown  Ajrline railroad, 
perm ntly restraining the owners 
from dismantling the road and or- 
os them to resume its opera- 

on. 

Provision for receivership of the 
property is made in the decision 
should the owners fail to abide by 
the terms of the court orders. Wil- 
lfam Pafford, of Milltown, ig in- 
structed to take charge of the road 
and operate it in the event the own- 
ers fail to do so. The order is made 
effective at once. 

Citizens of Milltown came before 
Judge Thomas recently when serv- 
ice on the railroad was discontinued 
and plans were made for tearing up 
the track, and obtained a temporary 
injunction against the Milltown 
Lumber. company, owners of the 


road. They were instructed at that 


time to resume operations, but 
claimed that the only locomotive 
owned by the road was out of run- 
ning order and they were unable to 
have repairs made. 

The Darney Smith Car company, 
of Dayton, Ohio, owners of the Mill- 
town Lumber company and the rail- 
road line, set forth in arguments 
before the court that the railroad 
Was purely a _ private enterprise; 
that it had no charter or franchise, 
and that its operation was carried 
on as a saw mill railroad, service 
to the public as a common carrier 
being one of accommodation to the 
public. 

It was contended that since the 
big mill at Milltown had been burn- 
ed, the railroad was unable to make 
running expenses. It was claimed 
by the people of Milltown that 
abandonment of the road would 
work great hardship and loss on 
the people of that town and terri- 
tory, as extensive investments had 
been made in various enterprises on 
an understanding that the road 
would continue to be operated. 

The road is the only rail line to 
Milltown connecting with the Ate 
lantic Coast Line at Naylor. In his 
decision, Judge Thomas states that 
the case is one to be passed on by 
a jury, and the defendant company 
is at liberty to carry the case to 
the superior court for trial by jury 
or to the sunreme court.

Robert Leonard, of St. Paul, a 
former Y. M. C. A. secretary, who 
was imprisoned for six weeks by 
the Bolsheviki in Russia on an in- 
definite charge, told the committee 
today the extraordinary commission 
for the suppression of counter-revo- 
lution ordered the execution of hun- 
dreds of political opponents, includ- 
ing many social revolutionaries only 
a little less radical than them- 
selves. Lenine and other leaders, 
he said, were considered sincere, but 
they could not control Bolshevist 
organizations throughout Russian 
provinces. 

Soviets, or communal councils, as 
first organized under the Kerensky 
regime, said the witness, were fair- 
ly representative, but soon the more 
educated and conservative members 
were supplanted by “riffraff’ under 
direction of Bolshevik* organization 
in the large cities. Consequently, 
he said, the soviets now are not rep- 
resentative. He estimated that only 
little more than one-half of Russia 
now is under. Bolshevist rule. The 
witness said Lenine was generally 
trusted, but that Trotzky was feared 
because of suspicion that he was 
plotting to get control of the army. 

“Most people I met in Russia,” 
said Mr. Leonard, “wanted the allies 
to come in and save them.” 


Both Sides Ferocious. 


When asked about —- Bolshevist 
propaganda in this country, Mr. 
Leonard referred to a meeting of 
Russians which he had attended ten 
days ago in Minneapolis. A Russian 
at this meeting praised the Bolshe- 
vik system and sneered at the Unit- 
ed States, while the audience ap- 
plauded, he said. 

“T think some articles I have read 
in The New Republic are as much 
one-sided as those which the so- 
called . capitalistic publications 
print,” he added, when pressed for 
further evidences of Bolshevism 
which he had detected. 

Mr. Storey, who left Russia last 
November after serving as a Y. M. 
C. A. secretary, said he had seen 
terrorism teaype ve: by both Russian 
reds and their opponents. “I cannot 
say that any one group of Russians 
are any more ferocious than any 
other group,’’ Mr. Storey said.

HARDWICK DEMANDS 
REMOVAL OF EMBARGO 


Washington, February 13.—Re- 
moval of all restrictions against the 
free exportation of cotton, not only 
to enemy, but also to neutral coun- 
tries, was demanded in the senate 
today by Senator Hardwick, of 
Georgia, who declared the present 
embargo restrictions are “unjust 
ans indefensible.” 

The embargo was denounced by 
Senator Hardwick in connection 
with. the presentation by him of a 
resolution adopted at a recent 
meeting of Georgia cotton planters 
urging more rigid regulation by 
congress of the cotton exchanges. 

Senator Hardwick said in view of 
the fact that the country technical- 
ly is once more at peace, there is no 
need of an embargo of any kind 
against cotton, adding: 

“The economic law of supply and 
demand ought to control the situa- 
tion.” 

The result of the embargo has 
been that British; spinners have 
largely controlled the prices of cot- 
ton and- its movement, said Senator 
Hardwick, who added that he could 
not see any harm, now that the war 
is over, to let cotton go to Ger- 
many, the Scandinavian countries 
or any others that can pay for it.

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TEXTILE STRIKE 


Temporary Working 
Basis of 8 1-2-Hour Day 
and 5-Day Week Fixed 
by War Labor Board. 


Chicago, February 13.—A decision 
which is expected to end the strike 
of eastern textile workers was given 
by the war labor board tonight when 
a temporary working basis of an 
84%-hour day and a five-day week 
was announced. It was estimated by 
labor leaders that at least 90 per 
cent of the idle employees would re- 


sume work on Monday. ' 

The board acted on the petition 
of both employers and employees, 
who urged that it was their com- 
mon purpose to counteract radical 
movements, and asked that a tem- 
porary working basis of arranged. 
They said they sought a standard- 
ization of working hours and would 
are wage adjustments for the fu- 
ure. 
¢ Thomas F. McMahon, vice presi- 
dent of the United Textile Workers 
of America, said: 

“I believe that at least 90 per cent 
of the employees will return to 
work and await the further hear- 
ing of their grievances by the war 
labor board and its final award. 
There are a few isolated spots 
where the I. W. W. is in power, and 
in thos places the decision may not 
be followed.” 

James Starr, a labor representa- 
tive, told the board that the work- 
ers were locked out after agreeing 
to go to work a half hour later 
each day in their attempt to have 
the working week: reduced from the 
average of 50 to 44 hours. 

While the workers seek an eight- 
hour day and a half holiday on Sat- 
urday, labor leaders sgid they would 
accept eight and one-half hours and 
a hajf day on Saturday. | 

The decision is expected to affect 
not fewer than 40,000 workers di- 
rectly and 100,000 indirectly, with 
500 mills involved. 


EMBARGO IS REMOVED 
ON COFFEE AND LARD 


Washington, February 
strictions on the exportation of cof- 
fee, lard and lard substitutes were 
withdrawn today by the war trade 
board and the removal of these com- 
modities from the export conserva- 
tion list ordered, in a series of rul- 
ings affecting various foodstuffs, 
which will permit free licensing to 
virtually all destinations except 
where rationing agreements with 
certain neutrals exist. 

In another ruling the board an- 
nounced that commodities might. be 
imported into Belgium freely except 
bread cereals, sugar, tobacco, wines, 
Spirits, majt and coal. For these a 
Belgian import license will be re- 
quired. 

Application for export licenses for 
pork products to European coun- 
tries except Great Britain and Italy 
will now be considered if accompa- 
nied with certificate from the food 
administration, that it has been sold 
for export at a price approved by 
the food administration.

ARMY PRISON REFORMS 
APPROVED BY BAKER 


Washington, February 13.—Mod- 
ern methods of treating military 
prisoners and of keeping men liable 
to become delinquents out of the 
army, recommended by the recent 
conference here of commanders of 
disciplinary barracks, have been 
approved by Secretary Baker. It 
was announced today the adjutant 
general had been instructed to see 
that sixteen specific recommenda- 
tions, which involve § important 
charges both in recruiting machinry 
and in the handling of offenders, 
were worked out in regulations. 

The situation at Leavenworth 
barracks. where 3,000 prisoners went 
on a strike some time ago and now 
are quiet and working under an 
“armistice agreement,” played a 
considerable part in the delibera- 
tions of the commanders’ confer- 
ence. In that connection Secretary 
Baker’s announcement today point- 
ed out that a survey of the inmates 
at Leavenworth made by the medi- 
cal department disclosed that there 
are three groups among the pris- 
oners, the first including two-thirds 
of the whole, being those who are 
military offenders “from an ex- 
cessively egocentric personality.” 
By this, it was explained, it meant 
men who are “individualistic, opin- 
ionated, self-willed, or vain to an 
extreme degree.” 

The other two groups are com- 
posed of men of extreme emotional 
instability and of those of inade- 
quate intelligence. 
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M’CLELLAN NAMED 
SALVAGE DEPOT 


Anniston, Ala., February 13.— 
(Special.)—Camp McClellan has des- 
ignated a central salvage, storage 
and distribution depot for the 
camps in the southern states that 
are being abolished. Major Robert 
E. Scott, who has been detailed as 
chief distributing officer, has re- 
ceived instructions to proceed with 
the work of preparing for the re- 
ception of material salvaged from 
other southern camps, which will be 
stored at Camp McClella under 
sheds and in warehouses to be pro- 
vided, to be kept until other dis- 
position is made of it by the gov- 
ernment.
